Election/Restriction 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

L Group I, Claims 1-41, drawn to a method of making a microelectronic assembly and a 
method of forming protrusions on a microelectronic element, classified in class 438, 
subclass 108. 

II. Group n. Claims 42-52, drawn to a semiconductor chip assembly, classified in class 
257, subclass 787. 

The inventions are distinct, each fi-om the other because of the following reasons: 

1 . Inventions I and II are related as method of making and product made. 

The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that 
the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 
806.05(f)). In the instant case unpatentability of the Group n invention would not 
necessarily imply unpatentability of the Group I invention, since the device of Group U 
invention could be made by a product different from those of the Group I invention. For 
example, rather than using removing a portion of the material by the Group I, a step of 
etching could be formed to form protrusions on a microelectronic element. 
However, the issues of method and product claims are divergent. 

Furthermore, there may be some overlap in the searches of the two groups, but there is no 
reason to beUeve that the searches would be identical. Therefore, based on the additional 
work involved in searching and examination of the two inventions together, restriction of 
distinct inventions is clearly proper. 

2. AppUcant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined eventhough the requirement be 
traverse (37 CFR 1.143),
